You can 
pinch the plants up to July 15 if they are tall 
and spindly. Don’t pinch any more after that 
date. Hardy Chrysanthemums do best if 
grown in full sun. If they are planted in the 
shade, they will grow too tall, have weak 
stems, and produce inferior blooms.

Here is how the plan works: If you want to use only 24 plants, these will be enough for a bed 8 feet long and 3 feet wide, using one plant for 
each space provided as keyed. If you want to make the bed 16 feet long and 3 feet wide, use 48 plants, or 2 for each space. If you want to make the bed 24 feet long and 3 feet wide, 


use 72 plants, or 3 for each space. 


However, if you have the space and want a really spectacular and colorful border, make the bed 30 feet long and 5 feet wide. Put 6 plants in each space as keyed, and set 


them about 12 inches apart. 


The red mark indicates where groups of spring-flowering bulbs such as tulips, daffodils, hyacinths, crocus, etc., may be planted to brighten the border in very early spring. 
Peonies, iris and Oriental poppies may be planted where the letters appear.
